more or less liberal bloc,” Riggs said. 

As a result, many decisions with 
conservative versus liberal content 
were characterized by a 6-3 or a 5-3 
split rather than with a 5-4 swing 
vote. 

“To obtain a 5-4 voting alignment, 
at least one conservative justice had 


to join the liberal cause and the three- 
justice liberal wing could not prevail 
without enlisting support from two of 
the six conservatives. 

“Such hybrid alignments indicate 
some degree of ambiguity in the is- 
sues being resolved,” Riggs said. 

“For example, of last year’s cases 
decided by a single vote, 13 had a 
conservative outcome and 11 were 
liberal,” Riggs said. 

“For a Court supposedly domi- 
nated by six conservative justices, 
that represents a very slim margin of 
dominance,” he said. 

Liberal organizations are complain- 
ing the appointment of Thomas will 
tilt the Court even farther to the 
right.

Inquiring phone calls flood 
America’s ‘most liveable’ city

The Provo/Orem Chamber of Com- 
merce reported Friday that it has 
been inundated with phone calls in- 
quiring about the area. According to 
Chamber representatives, Provo and 
Orem have attracted nationwide at- 
tention since the appearance of an ar- 
ticle in the September issue of Money 
magazine naming Provo and Orem as 
the top metropolitan area in the 
United States. 

Fiona McHardy, who handles pub- 
lic relations for the Chamber, said 
their office received up to “100 calls 
per day” during the first week the 
sarticle was on the newsstands. The 
calls have tapered down to nearly 50 
per day, but interest remains high, 
McHardy said. 

“The impact of the article remains 
to be seen,” said Vicki Utley, admin- 
istrative assistant for the Chamber, 


“but, if half the people calling actually 
move here, we will definitely see an 
influx of people into the area.” 

According to Utley, most callers 
have never been to Provo or Orem 
and most had never even heard of the 
area until the article appeared. The 
most frequent questions callers ask is 
if being a non-Mormon in a Mormon 
community poses a problem for new 
residents. 

“People are tired of crime, water 
problems and too much growth,” Ut- 
ley said. Utley moved to Orem from 
California a year ago to escape these 
same problems, she said. 

The article has not only attracted 
the attention of residents seeking to 
move, but businesses are also inter- 
ested in moving to Provo and Orem, 
according to Brent Drew, a 
spokesman for Provo City’s Office of 
Economic Development. “Before the 
article hit, we would send out about 
three information packets a week,” 


Drew said. “Since the article, we have 
sent out over 95 packets in under 
three weeks.” 

Drew said these inquiries come 
from medium to small firms who are 
interested in drawing on a “well-edu- 
cated work force.” Drew said the arti- 
cle could translate into more jobs for 
Provo residents. 

The Commission for Economic De- 
velopment in Orem also reported in- 
creased interest in the area specifi- 
cally because of the article. DeLance 
Squires, CEDO’s director, said most 
companies are interested in informa- 
tion about education, local recreation 
and demographics. 

Companies want to know they have 
an adequate amount of eligible em- 
ployees coming into the employment 
market, Squires said. “That’s our 
strong suit,” he said, adding that 48 
percent of Orem residents are under 
the age of 18, while only 9 percent are 
over age 55. 


Judge frees North from conviction 


Key player in Iran-Contra Ceoures himself totally exonerated

WASHINGTON W— A federal 
judge dismissed all charges against 
Oliver North, the central figure in the 
Iran-Contra affair, on Monday after 
the special prosecutor gave up trying 
to reinstate North’s felony convic- 
tions. 

Anexultant North declared himself 
“totally exonerated ... I’ve had my 
last hearing forever, I hope.” 

North hugged his attorney, family 
and friends in the courtroom after 
U.S. District Court Judge Gerhard 
A. Gesell dismissed the charges 
against North. 

Independent counsel Lawrence 
Walsh said he had decided it was un- 
likely he could win reinstatement of 
North’s three convictions — for de- 
stroying documents, accepting an ille- 
gal gratuity and aiding in obstruction 
of Congress — which were set aside 
by a federal appeals court in July 
1990. 

The appeals court had ordered 
Gesell to determine whether testi- 
mony at North’s trial was tainted by 
use of the defendant’s own forced tes- 
timony before Congress, given under 
immunity in 1987. 

Last week former National Secu- 
rity Adviser Robert A. McFarlane, 
North’s White House boss for a time 
during the Reagan administration, 
dealt a heavy blow to the prosecution 
by saying in court that his testimony 
had been influenced by North’s state- 
ments to Congress. 

North was a little-known Marine 


colonel at the time of the main events 
of the Iran-Contra affair. 

The affair involved the resupply, at 
North’s direction, of the Nicaraguan 
rebels while such aid was illegal and 
the diversion to the Contras of money 
from the sale of U.S. arms to Iran. 

Disclosure of the basic facts in late 
1986 was the worst blow to the Rea- 
gan administration during its eight 
years. 

President Bush, who has referred 
to North as a hero for his Vietnam 
exploits, called Monday’s action “a 
good decision.” 

“It sounds like the system worked 
very well,” Bush said. 

However, Walsh said the dismissal 
should be taken as “a very serious 
warning that immunity is not to be 
granted lightly.” 


“T urged them (Congress) not to 
grant immunity” when North was 
called to testify in 1987, Walsh said. 

House Speaker Thomas Foley, D- 
Wash., said he did not believe Con- 
gress erred in deciding to hold its own 
Iran-Contra inquiry. 

McFarlane’s successor, John Poin- 
dexter, who was convicted in 1990 of 
five felonies, including conspiracy and 
obstruction of Congress, has made 
the same claim as North that his trial 


' was tainted by immunized testimony 
, to Congress. 


Last week Clair George, the CIA’s 
retired chief of covert operations, 
pleaded innocent to an indictment 
charging him with covering up the 
fact that Iran arms sale money had 
been diverted to the Nicaraguan Con- 
tras. 

In July, retired CIA official Alan 
Fiers pleaded guilty to withholding 
information from Congress about the 
diversion and North’s secret Contra 
network. 

North’s destruction-of-documents 
conviction had been overturned by 
the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Circuit. 

He was sentenced in July 1989 to 
two years of probation, $150,000 in 
fines and 1,200 hours of community 
service. He performed the commu- 
nity service, but the rest of the sen- 
tence was put on hold during his ap- 
peal. 

The appeals court said prosecutors 
had to prove that his immunized testi- 
mony wasn’t used against him in his 
criminal trial.

Shuttle nearly misses Soviet space debris 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — The space shuttle Discovery dodged a 
chunk of a Soviet rocket early Monday before the crew assembled a giant 


“Erector Set” as practice for the proposed space station. 
This was the first such near miss of the shuttle program. 


The five astronauts should not have to worry about any more such encoun- 


ters during the mission, NASA said. 


The shuttle and the debris — about the size of a van — passed within about 


10 miles of each other minutes after midnight. 


It was the first time in the 10-year-old shuttle program that astronauts had 


to move their ship to avoid orbiting debris. 


The astronauts have been working at night and sleeping during the day 
since they reached orbit Thursday, arranging their schedule around the mid- 


night release of an atmospheric observation satellite. 


The astronauts assembled a Tinkertoy-like structure in the cargo bay for an 
experiment gauging the effectiveness of components for the space station. 
The structure was shaken electronically to see how it withstands vibration 


in microgravity.

MIAMI — Manuel Noriega, the most powerful man in Panama, was “just 
another crooked cop” who sold his nation to Colombian cocaine kingpins, a 


prosecutor said Monday to open the ousted dictator’s drug trial. 


Pointing to Noriega and calling him a “small man in a general’s uniform,” 
lead prosecutor Michael Sullivan said the government would prove Noriega 
abused his authority in Panama to help a flood of cocaine pour into the United 


States. 


Noriega came to the Medellin cartel’s attention in the late 1970s when he 


arrested smugglers and intercepted drug shipments, Sullivan said. 


“The cartel chiefs sat down and said they were either going to eliminate him, 
or they were going to buy him,” the prosecutor said. “They decided to buy

Mark Atuaia and Itula Mili are becoming two well- 
known names. These two freshman from Kahuku High 
School in Laie, Hawaii, have stepped onto the BYU foot- 
ball team and made a difference.

“Considering that they came out of a small country high’ 
school and a small environment to such a complex program 
is really remarkable,” Edwards said. 

This season alone, five players from Kahuku High 
signed letters of intent with major colleges. BYU coach 
Norm Chow said six to eight players from Kahuku have 
signed with BYU in the past 10 years.

According to Chow, Laie, where Kahuku is located, is a 
small community that is predominately affiliated with The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. The commu- 
nity is supported by BYU-Hawaii and the LDS Church- 
owned Polynesian Cultural Center. Laie is also where the 
LDS temple is located. 

Kahuku High School is approximately 75 percent LDS. 

“There’s a lot of support there. Everything they 
(Kahuku High) do, they do very well,” Chow said. 

BYU is not the only university to take note of Kahuku: 
both Atuaia and Mili were recruited by Washington, Colo- 
rado and Hawaii along with a few others. 

Atuaia said he decided to come to BYU because of “the 
feelings I had on my recruiting trip here. I liked the other 
colleges, but I loved BYU. I just followed my heart and 
felt good about it. 

“The other colleges would say that BYU doesn’t run the 
ball to try and persuade me, but I think that if you’re a real 
player you can play anywhere,” Atuaia said.

Poisoning willimprove water quality

Utah’s -third: most ‘popular trout 
fishing. area will undergo’ a’ facelift 
next week, eliminating all the aquatic 
life in . Scofield Reservoir,. according 
to the Division of Wildlife Resources. 

The reservoir,. located -in Carbon 
County, is. the state’s second major 
reservoir to be treated in the last 13 
months. . 

Strawberry Reservoir was treated 

last year. °: 
A crew of 35 from the Division of 
‘Wildlife Resources (DWR) will use 
four barges to disperse 94,000 pounds 
of rotenone to poison all of the fish in 
the reservoir. 

Rotenone is. the. same oxygen-re- 
‘moving chemical that-was used at the 
massive Strawberry Reservoir: Pa 
ject last August. . 

.. Scofield is scheduled for treatment 
Sept.:23-25. 

The tributaries’ will be poisoned 
Thursday and Friday, and then again

Lake and Davis counties. The steep, , 
narrow canyons along eastern Davis 
County have produced Utah’s worst 
debris flows this century. They 
spawned numerous flows in the 1920s 
and early ’30s, one of which emerged 
from Farmington Canyon to kill peo- 
ple and bury a large area under mud. 

The cycle returned in the mid- 
1980s, but the destruction was less 
pronounced because some debris 
basins were in place and, more impor- 
tantly, the watershed had recovered 
from years of overgrazing. Abundant 
plant life in the upper hills slowed 
erosion and reduced the material that 
could scour the streambeds down to 
the bedrock when torrential rains or 
large snow melts swelled streams, 


said Scott Williams, county flood-mit- 
igation planner. 

Planners consider natural threats »+/ 
in the approval process for new subdi- 
visions, but little can be done for ear- 
lier development. “If you build on ac- 
tive alluvial fan, it can’t be 100 
percent safe....There’s an inherent 
risk you just can’t engineer around.”
